HUNGARY 'S RATIOHAL BUDGET FOR 19 


^oinnentt The following report on Hungary's national budget for 
1953 16 liased on the 17 - 21 December 1952 Issues of Nepszava , Szabnd 
Nep , and Magyar Nemzet , vith the bulk of the iafonnat.lorr'coinlng from 
Nepazava . 

The published reports are characterized by a paucity of budgetary 
figures. There are Indications In the reports, however, that a groal 
deal more data vna disclosed In the National Assembly than tn -he p.^'ese. 

On the basis of supplementary recommendations , appropriation? for 
working capital were cut by ICO million forints for metaliiu-gy and 30 
million forints for transportation in the Course of cudg:or rebate. 
Since inventor ies in both of these industries cone if t i: a tvge -.‘y.tcnt 
of coal, and in view of the well-known coal shortage ir. Rurit^. ^ry, *rh' 
conclusion seenuj warranted that these cuts may have- be?.'r. n’Od*-' to re-Vcir; 
stockpile?, of coal.

Budget Speech of the Minister of finance 


The 1953 national budget was introduced ir. the Hungarian l un ! Am- 
by Minister of Finance Khroly Olt cn lo December 1952. The hlghii*^.‘:^'‘ tV- 
inlniGter’s budget speech follow. 

Due to the increase In the production and delivery of agricu Vtur'rj : u j- .

budgetary total. As a i^'esult, the 19*^2 accounts are expected to w a iurp.l.i-: 
of 150 nillion forints over the origir.al budget estimate. 
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The fact that 1952 closed with a hudgetary aujplua has further increa&ed 
the stability of the forint. The quantity of consumers’ goods available at, 
fixed -Drices has increased considerably, and the monetary system ia fulfill'ins 
its function satisfactorily. The velocity of circulation of money was stepped 
up in As a result, the Increased volume of trade required a smaller 

amount of currency. 

Every branch of Hungary’s national economy received much help from the 
USSR in 1952, and the economic ties between the tvo coimtrics ai’e assuming 
increasing proportions. 

The minister then cited figures /not published, indicating the grorwlng 
economic depression In the capitalistic camp, due largely to the restrictions 
on East-West trade Imposed upon the Western countries by the US. 

The minister’s speech continued: 

The 1953 national budget Is balanced, with revenues of 52 ,739 >000, 000 
forints and expenditures of 5 1> 86^,000,000 forints, resulting in a surplus of 
875 million forints. The revenues are derived largely from the soclall7.ed sec- 
tor of the national economy. Turnover taxes, profits, and other paymentt^ due 
from state enterprises total hO, 152.000,000 forinta , or 76.1 percent of the tolrd- 
The largest revenue item, nmoimtlrig to 27, 690,000, OX forlr.tr> or 52.5 porccrit 0^*0- 
tal revenues, 1? derived from the turnover tax. Revenues from the prof its of ate te 
enterprlnts will amount to 8,85?, CCQ 000 forints , or approxiraatoly t billion for 
more than In 1952 . 

The estimate of increased revenues from profits ia baaed on the expectation 
that production costs will be reduced. One of the moat Important prerequisites 
for a reduction of production costa Is systematic conservation of materials and 
greater productivity. Productivity, in turn, demands an even pace in production, 
based on technological discipline. Another factor in productivity is the lr.no- 
vatlon movement, which has already produced substantial savings. During the 
first 6 months of 1952, economies due to innovations totaled 85O mllliori forints. 
Althoiigh progress has been made in reducing costs, the enterprl?^- mariagene nt 5 
will do well to devote greater attention to the economic and flriancial aspects 
of production — in ihort, to increased profits from operavioni. . 

Next to the revenues origiriating in state enterprlstc , Icc.ome from the- co- 
operatives also shows good progress. Tax revenues are budgeted at 936 .T-Lllior. 
forints for 1953, an cempared with 502 million forints in 1982., on the expecta- 
tion of ,the continued development of producers’ artisans', and peasant coop^er- 
atives. Taxes paid by the general populatlrn repre&ented 10 pfrce.nt of total 
revenues in 1952, but are reduced to 8 percent in the 1953 budget. Revenuei* 
from the general population also include the proceeds of the ’h*. ri Feace 
which was oversubscribed by one billion forints. 

Savings depo/iited with the National Savings Banh repre?tnt another large 
revenue item. Although savings de posits increased by 27 percent In 1952, the 
results are uot satisfactory. Demand for expensive consuiwi'^ ’ ftCOd? , nuch a3 
furniture, radio sets, and motor bicycleo, is increasing. It would be advlisa- 
ble for the mass organizations to conduct a continuing campaign to eaucate the 
public to save money. 

Budgetary expend it urey of 51*86^^,000,000 forint.^ in 195>‘> wil^ exceed 1952 
expenditures by 9,283,000,000 forir.tt- Ibe rise in expend iture.v reflect.^ an 
estimated increase of I6 ^>ercent in industrial production, as veil ai irjcrea.-:es 
in capital invectments and in appropriations for cultural, fU-Jcial, and defence • 
purposes. Tlie bulk of the 1953 expenditures will ser-ve the further development, 
of Hungary's national ec-onomy. Appropriations for oconoL'.i*;- parpC'U. 
31,721,000,00c foviats, or 6i.2 T>ei’cent of total exiienditurtii:- . Thlu amount in- 
cludes 19,019,000,000 forints, or 37 percent of total expenditure *, devoted to 
the realization of a vast investment program. A large part of the invectment 
appropriations will serv** to increase the raw material a apply -- rhe deve iopKcnt 
of coal mining, metallurgy, and power production. 
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Building activity on the largest const ruction prcjectc of the Fli'-e-Veax 
plan vill he continued in 1953- Production vUl he started at the Sztalin 
Vasnni (Stalin Ircr works as well as at the yoo-cuhlc-nieter furnace, the two 

huge open-hearth furnaces and the coking plant at Biosgyor. Rebuilding of 
the Diosgyorl Kohaszati Muvek (Diosgyor Ifetallurgical Works) will be continued 
and will result in the doubling of prcducsion in these plants, Work vill also 
be continued on the Inota^ Kazlncbarcika, and Tiszalok construction projects 
and the Budapest subway. 

According to the Five-Year Plan, Hungary's coal production is to be in- 
creased by 4,500,000 tons In 1953. To finance this task, 1,200, 000 ,,000 forints 
are appropriated in the 1953 budget. Through these investTiients - wiH 

he opened and existing mines vill be expanded and mechanized. Four uf-v miner 
will be opened at Komlo alone in 1953. 

Agricultural investments are. budgeted at 2,700,000,000 ferints, 'Ihis ap- 
propriation vill finance the purchase of agricultural machiuee , the iz-ilgatlon 
of 50,000 cadastral yckee, and an increase in the supply of fertilizer:-: to five 
times the prewar volume. 

Appropriations for cultural purposes total 3,610,000,000 forints, that is, 
7^7 million forints more than in 1952. The Nepstadion (People’s Stadium), the 
largest Hungarian sports project, will be opened in 1953 J however, moat of the 
new cultucral projects will be created in the province. By the end of 1953 1 
2,000 mot ion -picture theaters will be in operation and the number of public 
libraries, hospitals, clinics, day homes, and nursery schools will be increased 
considerably. 

Expenditures for the building of dwellings will be increayed by 50 percer-t 
in 1953 S .3 compared with 1952- The. building Industry ha^j evo r>ericu::! short- 
comings: building projects are not completed by the target dates, and the cost 

of production of the industry too high. Feauction of produciior. coszu ir , 
therefore, one of the nodt important current taskii of the build i.'ig Industry, 

Another task of national Import ante is the &c».:eierat ion of ^ he vcl.c:. ity of 
circulating capital. By increasing the velrrcity of ci rculat ion by a day, 

a total capital of 200 million forints would be liberiited. It it, therefore, rm 
entirely realistic plan tc attempt the liberation of one biilicr. forints through 
the acceleration of capital circulation in 1953 Tn this !e3pec.r , tco, Eungazy 
must follow the example set by the USSR. Tnci oniojnr appropriated for research 
institutes is In excess of 5ui4 million forintn. The existing research i n.^t itutea 
will be enlarged and, in addition, the Kozpcnt J Krmial Kut'afC’ rntezet (teutral 
Chemical Research Institute ; and iCi^erletti 0i vostudomar.yl Kut at-o Intezer flnrt i- 
tute for Experimental ^fc!Cllcal Research) will be created.

Appropriations for public health and social welfare porposes amount to 
5,907,000,000 forlnt.<J for 1953. This figure represents 11.4 percent of total 
expenditures and is an increase of 901 million forints over 1952- Jfedical per- 
sonnel will be increased and new hospitals will be built at Diosgycr, Sztallnvarof^ 
and Salgotarjan, The network of clinics will be expanded; an amount 4ir; million 
forints In excess of the 1952 appropriation has been provided for this purpose 
for 1953* clinics will be opened at Miskolc, Szolnok, Tatabanya, and AJka. 

For maternity, infant, and child welfare the 1953 budget provides 204 mil- 
lion forints, or 74 million forints more than the appropriation fcr 1952. ^ 
additional welfare meaeure, 120 million forints were appropriated ror- th" r^y- 
cr eat ion and vacation program. 

Under the compulsion of OS imperialism, the capitalist world, together with 
Yugoslavia, Is prei>arlng for war. For the maintenance of peace, Hungary *s army 
and state security organs must be strengthened. For this reason, the 1953 bud- 
get provides 7,381,000,000 forints, or 14.2 percent of total expenditures, for 
defense ptirpoees , as compeired with 5,905,000,000 forints in 1952. 

Administrative expenditures show a relative decline and amount to 2,OC4,OOQ^X>D 
forints, or 3*8 percent of the 1953 budget. The state administration does not 
function satisfactorily, and elimination of bureaucracy and waste will be one of 
the government's main tasics In 1953. 

The budgets of local councils form a considerable pairt of the national bxid- 
get and total 4,772,000,000 forints, as against 3 , 90^ , 000 > OCKD forints In 1952. 

The increase is due largely to cultural end social projects, for which 500 mil- 
lion forints more were appropriated for 1953 than for 1952. 

Revenues in 1953 are estimated at 875 mlllicn forints in excess of t hos<“ for 
1952. Successful Implementation of the budget requires strict eoforcement of eocn 
omy measxires In all branches of the national economy. To fulfill this task, the 
enterprise managers, as well as all workers, must devote nnicn more attention to 
financial questions and the reduction of production coats. 


Report of the Deputy ?'ilnister of Finance 

After the budget speech of the Minister of Fir*ance, Ts t van Antes , Deputy 
Minister of Finance, gave the following report. 

To counteract the unfavorable crop results of the current year, eronoinlc 
tasks and resources nrast be centralized and economy mufit, be enforcea In all fi.eJ/U! . 

Appropriations for heavy Industry total 11,400,000,000 forinf,.f, the bulk of 
which Is eannarked for investments. Other appropriations ore*. 2,460,000,000 
forints for the Ministry of Metallurgy and Machine Industry, 2,450,000,000 forjt^-. 
for the Ministry of Mining p.nd Power, 1,600, 000,000 forints for thu Ministry of 
Chemical Industry, and 630 million forints for the Ministry of Bui Wing Miterials 
Industry. These figures show that in 1953 huge sums will be devoted to the ex- 
pansion of Hungarian coal mining, metallurgy, and power, and of petroleu.u, alu- 
mina, aluminiim, and cement production. Approximately 9*3 percent of total in- 
vestments have been earmarked for the development of the machine industry. A 
number of important factories will be placed in operation, including the Debre- 
cenl Gordulocsapagygyar (Debrecen Roller Hearing Factory) and the Boroksnr i 
Vasontode (Soroksar Iron Foundry). Large omoxmts iiave also been appropriated for 
the expansion and modernization of the Ganz Va^ron-es fV.pitryar *'Gai<z Railroad Gar 
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and Machine Factory), MAVAG (Magyar Allami Vas-, Acel- es Gepgyar, Hungarian 
State Iron, Steel, and Machine Factory), Beloiannisz Gyar (Factory) i Gheorghlu 
Dej Hajogyar (Shipyards), Gyori Vagongyar (Gyor Railroad Car Factory), etc. 
Largely ao a result of these Investments, production of the machine Industry 
vlll he Increased hy 30 percent in 1953* 

In the field of agriculture, 2,200,000,000 forints are budgeted for in- 
vestments In the agricultural machine stations and state farms and forests. In 
addition, long-and medium-teim loans totaling 1,100,000,000 forints will he ex- 
tended to producers* cooperatives for investment purposes. The 
machine park of the state farms vill he increased to an extent where ^95 percent 
of the harvesting and 88 percent of the cultivating work will he performed hy 
machine power on the state farms. The socialization of agriculture has cre- 
ated a great demand for trained personnel. To meet this demand, the Ministry 
of Agriculture and the Ministry of State Farms and Forests have appropriated 
300 million forints for agricultural education. 

In view of the planned increases in industrial and agricultural produc- 
tion, the transportation ystem will he called upon to perform greater tasks . 

For this reason, appropriations for railroad Investment purposes ore 60 per- 
cent above those for 1952, and highway traffic, as well ai the network of agri- 
cultural narrow-gauge railroads, will he expanded consld^ahly. 

To raise the general standard of living, the 1953 budget provides over 
150 million forints for Investments under the Jurisdiction of the Ministries 
of Light Industry, Food Industry, and Produce Collection, and 200 million 
forints for the exi)an3ion of the network of retail outlets, for the improve- 
ment and control of quality, and for research institutes operating under the 
Ministry of Domestic Commerce, It is estimated that the turnover of the state 
retail stores will increase by 13-5 percent and that of the cooperative stores 
hy 12 percent in 1953- 

Appropriations for education, the development of the sciences, and mlscel- 
ijELneouB cultural Inst itur Ions total approximately 3 forints, as 
against 2,063,000,000 forints for 1952. The 1953 appropriations include l6c 
million forints for general schools, IhU million forints for secondary schools, 
and 137 million forints for institutes of higher learning. Approximately 92 
percent of the appropriations for general schools and 58 percent of those for 
secohdary schools appear in the budgets of the local councils. Specialization 
is stresseid both in the ac- onnary schools a-od In the institutes of higher learn- 
ing. The appropriatior,f> for ^lucation al.so include 381 million forlnle for 
adult education. The total amvunt of 3,600,000,000 forints devoted to cultural 
purposes consist? cf two main item*, 3 hilllon forints for school education and 
600 million foririt s for popvjir'.r education ^propagandas/* 

The hulk cf the levenuc* In lvS3 will continue no come out of the socialized 
.sector. Turnover taxes, pro! its , and other payments to be received from the state 
enterprises will rctoi scir/:' 10,100,000,000 forints, while revenues from the co- 
operatives are budgeted at 936 million forints. Among the re-venue Itejns orlgl— 
mtir^ in the state enterprises, the greatest Increase will be shown in the pay- 
ment ""of profits, which will be S3 percent above the corresponding 1952 figure. 
This favorable development iu largely a result of cost reduction. 

The budget system of local council? Is coordisiated with the national bud- 
get. The expenditures of the councils are balanced in part by local revenues 
and in part by approp2 lal ions from the national taxes collected by the councils. 
Thus, tax revenues from the general pv'ipulaticn appear largely in the bjdgets of 
the local council.'s. This .system provides a powerful incentive to the councils 
to do their utmost to collect the income tax. 
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The savings of the population also play an Important part in aasaring a 
balanced budget. The proceeds of the third Peace Loan, together with savings 
deposits, represent 2,100,000,000 forints in revenue In the 1953 budget. 


Address of the President of the national Assembly 

The next address, devoted largely to the further development and mechani- 
zation of agriculture, vas delivered by Imre Dogei, President of the Hungarian 
National Assembly. 

Dogei reported that, at present, the machine park of the agricultural ma- 
chine stations Includes over 9,h30 tractors and l80 harvesting combines be con- 
tinued: Approximately 82 jxercent of the crop on the state farms and percent 
of that on the producers’ cooperatives were harvested by machirje power in 1952. 

As a result of the urJ'avcrable weather during the 1952 growing season, the ad- 
vanbagef of large-scale farming on the producers’ cooperatives over the oper- 
ations of independent peasants on small plots of land becaine even more evident. 
Crop results were above the average on all state farms and producers’ cooper- 
atives which employed Soviet agrotechnical methods. 

In analyzing the budget figures, Dogei called attention to the fact that 
7k million forints were appropriated for churches and religious sects. He men- 
tioned that appropriations for the expenditures of the Cotmcll of Ministers are 
budgeted at 3^,^00,000 forints. Dogei then gave data on the 1953 buctots of 
the National Wages Commission and the National Manpower Commission. /No figures 
glven^ 

Comparison Between Hungarian and PS Budgets 

Emo MUialyfl, Deputy Minister of Cultm-e , compared Hungary’s 1953 budget 
with the 1952 - 1953 budget of the IC; as follows: The American budget totals 
85,500,000,000 dollars. If indirect military expenditures are added to the di- 
rect expenditures for defense, 93 percent of total expenditures are devoted to 
preparations for war In the US. In short, the ctirrent American budget indicates 
an increase tn the militarization of the national economy and in the profits of 
the monopolies engaged In the production of war materials. In contrast thereto, 
the Hungarian budget is based on human values. The current budget, for example, 
provides 2,500,000,000 forints for Infant or.d maternity care, schools, and rec- 
reation for children, and Vi, 800,000 forints for the support of the fine arts. 

Speeches on Foreign Policy 

Ferenc Kcleti addressed the National Assembly on the foreign policy of the 
Hungarian government, According to Keletl, the aims of Hungary's foreign policy 
are loyalty to the USSR, friendship vtth other peoples, and the defense of peace 
and Hungary’s independence. He stressed that Hungarian foreign policy is based 
on Stalin’s peace policy, and that , although the enei^y has attempted to drive a 
>/edge between Hungary and the Soviet people, Hungary will never deviate from its 
alliance with the USSR. He added that the tragic example of the Yugoslav people 
proves that outeide the peace camp only servitude and exploitation by the American 
capitalists exist . 

Jeno Katona spoke of the Vienna Peace Congress, terming It the culmination 
of the greatest popular movement of history. Tuirning to the war in Korea, Kato-na 
said that the attack of the /Vnglo -American bloc represented a change from prepa- 
ration for war to open hostilities.

Ministry of Mining and Pouer 

The budget of the Ministry of Mining and Power was discussed by Imre Pard 1 
who said that appropriations for Investments in coal mining total 1,2'?3, 000,000* 
lorints. ^The preceding statement appeared in Nepszava . The renort of ffegvar 
thl." .subierf .-ends aa folinva: ”Pard1 pointed out that the mlnlFtrv 
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has appropriated 4,506^000,000 forints for Investments in 1953> as compared 
with 3,153,000,000 forints in 1952. The 1953 total includes 3,293,000,000 
forints appropriated for the creation and development of Industries engaged 
in the production of basic raw materials.^ 

Pardi*8 report continued: This total includes 500 million forints for 
the development of the Komlo mines, which are to supply the Sztalin Vasmu with 
coal. Appropriations for the manufacture of mining machinery are S7.1 percent 
greater for 1953 than for 1952. As a result of this investment program, 65 
percent of the underground transportation will be mechanized and 19 percent, 
or 4,500,000 tons, of the coal mined will be loaded mechanically. In 1953, 
nearly one million tons of coal will be mined lae chan ic ally, that is, 2-J times 
as much as in 1952. The budget also provides a considerable sum for technical 
training. Currently, there are 65 secondary technical schools in Hiingary, as 
compared with 10 to 12 prior to liberation. 

Paidl stated that the 1953 budget provides 499 million forints for the 
development of oil production. Two new oil fields are to be opened, and oil 
production is to be Increased by 23 percent in 1953 » 

He continued: Power production is to be Increased by 17.6 percent in 
1953, bringing it to 211.7 percent of 1938 production. The budget provides 
24 million forints for the electrification of villages and 334 million forirts 
for the development of the nonferrous metals industry. Bauxite production 
will be Increased by 17 percent and aluminum production by 51 percent in 1953 • 
Production in the chemical industry increased by 31*4 percent in the first 10 
months of 1952. During 1953, a coking and nitrate -producing plant will be com- 
pleted in Borsod Megye /Kazlncbarcikaf^. Building of a new chemical combine 
will also be started next year. 

Pardi also reported that 516 million forints have been appropriated for 
construction of dwellings and city development and that modem new cities are 
to be built at Komlo, Varpalota, and Barcika. He said that appropriations for 
workers' welfaore, accident prevention, and social Investments total 40,750,000 
forints . 

Ministries of Building and Building Materials Industry 

The budgets of the Ministries of Building and Building Materials Indus- 
try were discus oed by Ferenc He-jcegi as follows: 

The manufactui'e of ex- avatore and cranes was begun on a large scale in 
1952 and progress was made in the mechanization of manual labor processes. Sev- 
eral dlff Iculties were, however, encountered, the most important being a lack 
of cooperation between the building and building materials industries. Produc- 
tion increased In both Industner^ in 1952, as compared with 195T* However , vtdde 
the building Industry fulfilled Ita annual plan for 1952, several large building 
projects were not completed on time. The building materials industry also ful- 
filled ItG annual plan; here, too, however, T:\imerous possibilities !’or better 
production results rems.lr:ed unexploited, especially in the utilization of machtn- 
ei-y. Production in 1953 is to be stepped up by 16 percent in the building in- 
dustry and by 12.2 percent in the building materials industry. 

The work contest movement nwde progress in both ind\jstries In 1952. How- 
ever, it still lacks adequate organization and in many cases is merely window 
dressing. Good progrc'ss was shown by the Stakhanovlte movement. Currently, 8,9 
percent of the workers employed in the building industry and 9-10 percent of 
those in the building materials industry are Stakhanov'ltes . 
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Ministry of Metallurgy and Machine Ind-ustry 

Jbzsef Melcls dlBCMSsed the "budget of the Ministry of Metallurgy and Ma- 
chine Industry. He paid tribute to Premier Stalin and the USSR for the un- 
selfish aid extended to Hungarian heavy industry. 

He then continued as follovs; 

Total production of the industries operating under the jurisdiction of 
the ministry increased by 30 percent in the first 11 months of 1952, as com- 
pared vith the corresponding period of 1951^ vhlle completed production dur- 
ing the same period Increased "by 3^ percent. These two figures indicate that 
metallurgy and the machine Industry made greater advances than Hur.garlan in- 
dustry as a whole. The 1953 plan calls for further Increases of 24 percent in 
total production and 23.6 percent In completed production in metallurgy and 
the machine industries. 

In 1952, the productivity of labor Increased "by l8.2 percent in cerms of 
the value of products per capita, and a further increase of 13 percent must he 
attained in 1953* Dtirlng 1952, the nxariber of workers employed in metallurgy 
and the machine industries increased by 24,000. 

Mekia then gave a detailed analysis of the plan fulfillment of the in- 
dustries under the Jurisdiction of the ministry. He also discussed existing 
defects, which included uneven flow of work and month-end speed-up. He said 
that, if these defects are corrected, the 1953 plans can he fulfilled, that 
is, production can he increased hy 44.3 percent in pig iron, 18.5 percent in 
open-hearth steel, and 28 percent in electrosteel, as compared vith 1952. He 
stated that an lndex>endent Ministry of Metallurgy will he created next year 
In view of the fact that metallurgy now represents one of the biggest Hungarian 
Industries. 

Mekls continued! In the machine industry, lncrea.aea during the first 11 
months of 1952, as compared with the corresponding period of 1951# amounted to 
45.1 percent in completed production and 46,1 percent In total production. Por^ 
ticularly good progress was made in the production of agricultural machines* 
During the first 10 months of the year, deliveries of disk cultivators Inereafloi 
"by 19 percent and of harvester combines by 450 percent, as compared with the cor- 
responding period of 1951 . During 1953 . harvester combine production will he 
stepped up hy 268.5 percent, compared with 1952. The ministry economized 
100 million forints in investment r. dxiring the current year. Good results were 
achieved in the use of substitutf-s for nonferrous metals, and In the first 9 
months of 1952 provluctioti oof to were reduced by 7*5 percent. 

Mekis stated that, under current plans, machine exports will be stepped up; 
the machine industry Js exp»^cted to fill the gap in H’lngarian exports which re- 
sulted from the poor harvest. He added that, in response tc Srno Gero's speech 
before the Central Committee of the Hungarian Workers Party /on 30 Hovemher , 

v'orkers have pledged to effect a reduction of 100 million forints in the combined 
working capital of the industries under the jurisdiction of the ninlstry. 

In conclusion, Mikls submitted an amendment increasing appropriations for 
labor protection by 15 million forints. 

Ministry of Justice 

The budget of the Ministry of Justice wasdijcussed by Tstvan Kadas, Secre- 
tary General of the DTSZ (Dolgczo Tfjak Szovetsege, Federation of Working Youth). 
Kadas extolled the administration of justice as practiced under socialism ir. con- 
trast to the practice In the capitalistic countries, where the profit motive, 
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propaganda, and aggression inevitably lead to demoralization and violence. He 
said that in all capitalistic countries the courts of .lust ice serve the inter- 
ests of capitalists and oppress the workers and that the same situation pre- 
vails in Yugoslavia. Kadas asserted that, in contrast to the capitalistic cou> 
tries and Yugoslavia, the Hungarian National Assembly has enacted laws defend- 
ing peace, outlawing war propaganda, and creating a happy future for the people. 

Aladar Halasz spoke of the institution of lay Judges, who are elected by 
popular vote and participate in the administration of Justice on an eq\ial basis 
with the professional Judges. 

The next speaker was Minister of Justice Gyula Decsi, who said that the 
administration of Jtistice in Hungary was Improved and democratized in 1952. 

He termed the laws enacted during the year, particularly the law on marriage, 
the family, and guardianship, proofs of this trend. He mentioned that the new 
criminal code became effective on 1 January 1952 and that, beginning with Jan- 
uary 1953 > 10,000 lay Judges will participate in the administration of Jtistlce 
under both the criminal and civil codes. 

The minister then denounced the administration of Justice in the capi- 
talistic countries. He spoke as follows: In the US, the persecution of Com- 
munists and progressive citizens is increasing, and the US, together with the 
Tito gang, continues to send spies and saboteurs into Hungary. These agents 
and murderers are caught by the State Security Authority, and the Hungarian 
courts must deal with them with great severity. In contrast to the US and 
Yugoslavia, the Hungarian administration of Justice^ based on the Soviet model, 
is of the highest order, budget figiires glven^ 

Ministry of State Farms and Forests 

The budget of the Ministry of State Forms and Forests was discussed by 
Jczsef Seregelyi. According to Seregelyi, In the single year of its existence 
the ministry achieved good results in the development of state f erms , improved 
the livestock, and introduced organized plant cultivation. He continued: Ap- 
proximately 93 percent of the arable land operated by the state forms is com- 
posed of large tracts, on which Soviet methods can be used to advantage. Cur- 
rently, the state farms are mechanized to a greater degree than were the best 
estates under the Horthy regime. Due to the generosity of the USSR, large num- 
bers of combines and Zetor tractors were introduced in Hungary. 

Seregelyi then dealt with the operating results of the state farms in de- 
tail: By the end of 1952, 2:30 state farms were electrified. The afforestation 
plan vas fulfilled 83 percent and the timber exploitation plan 66 percent by 
1 December 1952. The 1933 afforestation plan provides for an increase of 86.5 
percent over the 1952 plan. 

The next speaker, Inszlo Nanas i, Secretary-General of the National Fed- 
eration of Cooi)erativeB , also paid tribute tc the USSR for the help which it 
had extended to Hungarian agriculture. Nanasi pointed out that, while cotton 
was introduced in Hungary from the USSR only 3 years ago , In 1952 the area 
planted in cotton vas ten times larger than In 1950, and average 1952 cotton 
crops in Hungairy were greater than in Turkey and Syria, He added that rice 
was produced on 35^000 cadastral yokes in 1952. 

Ministries of Light Industry and local Industry 

Sandor Seprenyi dlocussed the budgets of the Ministries of Light Industry 
and local Industry. 

First taking up the Ministry of L.lght Inlustry, Seprenyi spoke as follows; 
During the coming year the main task of light Industry will be to eliminate 
ing shortcomings In quality, especially in snoe, knit goods, and cloth manuiac- 
ture. Other tasks are greater economy, better utilization of the machinery, in- 
creased productivity, and reduction of costs. For research institutes serving the 
light industry, 12,300,000 forints appropriated for 1953. 
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In the textile industry, the countrywide speed-up mcveiaent has resulted 
in production increases of 10-15 percent in some of the large mills* During 
1953, several new textile mills will he completed, including the Kaposvari 
Fonoda (Kaposvar Splnnery), which will be the most modem spinning mill In 
Central Europe; a cotton-processing plant at Szekszard; and the straw cellu- 
lose factory at Szolnok. 

Following the Soviet model> the light industries will he required to pre- 
pare production master plans in 1953. These plans will contain a breakdown of 
work methods, machine operations and maintenance, and manual operations. In 
the field of professional education, l8 secondary technical schools are engaged 
in training supervisory personnel for the light industries. For the building 
of workers* dwellings, lO^i- million forints were appropriated in the budget of 
the Ministry of Light Industry. 

Turning to the budget of the Ministry of Local Industry, Seprenyl said 
that production was increased by 215 percent in the state enterprises and by 
68 percent in the artisans' cooperatives operating under the Jurisdiction of 
the ministry. He continued: Plans call for a production Increase of 30 per- 
cent by the state enterprises and 33 percent by the cooperatives in 1953* How- 
ever, the main task will be Improvement of quality. Appropriations for invest- 
ments in the local industries total Ihl million forints. 

Ministry of Food Industry 

The budget of the Ministry of Food Industry was discussed by Miss MargLt 
Dekany as follows: 

As compared with 19^9^ production of the Hungarian food industry in- 
creased by 39*7 percent in 1950 and 87.1 percent in 1952 and will be stepped 
up by 106 percent in 1953. While in the capitalistic countries the standard 
of living is declining, the demand of Hungarian workers is supplied abundantly 
by the food industry. The meat -processing industry, for example, increased its 
production In 1952 by 17. U percent, as compared with 1951 » and this ratio will 
be further increased to 31*^ percent in 1953* budget figure.ei given^ 

Ministry of Domestic Commerce 

In discussing the budget of the Ministry of Domestic Commerce, Mrs Jozcef 
Cslkesz stated tliat, despite the crop failure, the turnover in consumers’ goods 
increased by 10 percent in 1952 over 1951* Retail trade in 1953 is to exceed 
1952 figures by 13.2 percent in the .state stores and 8.1 percent in the cooper- 
atives . 

The improvement in the standard of living, Mrs Cslkesz said, may be meas- 
ured by the fact that in 1952 per-caplta consumption of bread increased by 7-9 
percent; of flour, by 31.8 percent; meat, ^Ko; fat, 46; and sugar, 24.5. Mrs 
Ccikesz added that these increases Included a certain amount of stockpiling and, 
therefore, should not be regarded as accurate meaBurements. 

Discussing distribution, she said that. In general, it functioned smoothly 
and there were no serious difficulties in the supply of conexuuers* goods. Hov- 
everj she stated despite adequate quantities, serious shortcomings exist, partic'.i- 
larly in the quality and variety of the available goods. She mentioned as other 
shortcomings of distribution the facts that food stocks are handled improperly 
in the state stores, that speculators are accumulating large stocks, and tliat, 
here and there, distribution is still un-sat is factory. 

Following the Soviet pattern, Mrs Cslkesz continued, the system of shop • 
taurants was expanded in 1952, but in the public restaurants there is still much 
room for improvement: the monotony of menus must be improved and the kitchens 
and dining rooms must be cleaned. 
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She stated t^t 4,000 new retail outlets were opened In 1952, and that, 
as a result, retail trade is almost entirely in the hands of the socialized sec- 
tor. In 1953, she added, the rehuildlng of the Gellert Hotel will be started 

outlets Will be placed in operation to serve the new 
residential developments and building projects. 

Daniel Nagy, speaking next, stated that during the first 11 months of 1952,

Ministry of Postal Affairs 

4.V . discussed the budget of the Ministry of Postal Affairs and said 

that the ministry is endeavoring to improve postal service, uarticularly in the 
areas. He reported that telephones havc'been Introduced ir 
farms, and machine stations since 1949, and an additional 
400 villages are to he given telephone ser’/lce in 1953. 
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Basta continued as follows; j 

A huge increase took place in the newspaper delivery service in 1952 , and 
special newspaper trains were introduced. Ciirrently, over 500 million copies 
of newspapers per year are handled hy the postal service. 

The development of wired radio is indicated hy the fact that subscribers 
now number 100,000, as compared with if5,000 in 1951. It is planned to add 

120.000 new subscribers in 1953. I 

Economies resulting from innovations in the postal service amount to 

11.800.000 forints per year ^1952?7, The material conservation movement pro- 
duced additional savings of 7>822,000 forints in 1952. A new telephone ex- 
change at Sztalinvaros serving 1,500 subscribers is already in ox)eration« Ihe 
1953 budget provides substantial appropriations jfor the development of tele- 
phone service in the new cities, including Sztaiinvaros’ and Komlo. 

During the coming year, the most modern automatic telephone exchange serv- 
ing 4,000 subscribers will be placed in operation in Miskolc, and the third ra- 
dio relay station, operating on 13 kilowatts, will be built. The new station is 
designed to improve reception of broadcasts by the Kossuth Radio in the western 
and southern megyek of Transdanubia. In 1953 ^ preparatory work will also be done 
with the help of the USSR for the introduction of television in Hungary.

Ministry of Produce Collection 1 

The budget of the Ministry of Produce Collection was discussed by Ivan 
Darabos, who described difficulties encountered by the ministry in fulfilling 
its task in 1952 as follows: Spring frost and summer drought resulted in poor 
crops, although most megyek succeeded in fulf Hiding, and even exceeding, their 
grain delivery obligations. The kulaks did all in their power to block plan 
fulfillment. After the enemy had learned that the fulfllliasnt of the grain cd- 
lection plan could not be handicapped, he resorted to the old method of accumu- 
lating largo bread and flour stocks. However, these attempts, too, were over- 
come by the party and the governirent, and the orderly distribution of plentiful 
supplies to the workers was assured. Despite the drought, the independent peas- 
ants completed their grain deliveries, and are fulfilling their com delivery 
obligations, at on earlier date this year than in I95I. So far, over 100,000 
lndex)endent peasants have fulfilled their delivery obligations 110 percent. 

Jozsef Czeh said that the work contest movement has assumed large pre- 
portions both on the producers' cooperatives and j among the independent peas- 
ants and was largely responsible for the satisfactory results in the fulfill- 
ment of delivery obligations. |

The next sxxjaker was Minister of Produce Collection Jozsef Tlnsa, who 
stated that at the end of November 1952 the inde^ndent peasants liad fulfilled 
their delivery obligations 99 percent in wheat, 10I.3 percent in bread grains, 
and 89.6 percent in com. He said that the majority of independent peasants 
also fulfilled their delivery obligations in hogs and slaughter cattle, but that 
the best performance In the fulfillment of delivery obligations was achieved by 
the leading producers* cooperatives. i 


The minister then described the defects of |the 1952 collection system /not 
further discusse^, which are to be eliminated in,1953. . He continued:* the im- 
mediate problem of the ministry is the enforcement of the collection plan in sev- 
eral megyek, including Bacs-Kiskun and Csongrad, where serious difficulties exist.

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Ministry of Finance 

In connection vith the budget of the Ministry of Finance, Ferenc Nezval 
laade the following statements: 

Taxes and profits from the enterprises operating under the Jurisdiction 
of the ministry will amcomt to 906,200,000 forints in 1953. The volxoue of salss 
of the artisans’ and peasants’ cooperatives is increasing considerably. As a 
result, estimates of revenues from this sotnrce were stepped up by 400 million 
forints, as compared with 1952. Tax revenue from the cooperatives and social 
organizations is budgeted at 93^,200,000 forints. Taxes payable by the ^neral 
|Opu^tion in 1953 vill total 4,220,000,000 forints, or 77 million forints less than 

Government bond issues, including the third Peace Loan, have reached a 
total of 5 billion forints. Wine drawings carried out during the last 3 years 
resulted in the repayment of 462,445,300 forints, and in the coui'se of 1953 a 
total of 477,290,000 forints will be repaid by seven drawings. Savings de- 
posits increased by 27 percent in 1952. However, many workers are still hoard- 
ing cash and must be re-educated. 

The budget provides 1,373^000,000 forints for the development of pro- 
ducers’, peasant, and artisans' cooperatives, and 225jQ00,000 forints for the 
building of peasants' and miners' dwellings and for rural electrification. Pro- 
vision has also been made in the budget for the development of the various so- 
cial institutions operated by the local councils, figures glven^ 

Minister of Finance Keiroly Olt then recommended supplementary appropria- 
tions totaling 4 million forints for Infant care and hospital extensions. 

The minister added that, despite the good results achieved, there are 
still numerous defects: Accotintlng discipline must be tightened, especially 
in the building industry, the cooperatives, agriculture, and commerce. More- 
over, many enterprises still fail to enforce economy. 

Mlnlstiy of Transportation 

In discussing the budget of the Ministry of Transportation, Sandor Caspar 
said that the Hungarian railroads attained record performance in 1952. Freight 
traffic increased by 15 percent and passenger traffic by 9 percent, while operat- 
ing costs were reduced by 4.1 percent, as compared with 1951. 

Caspar then diBcu.«sed the 1953 plans and appropriations for railroads and 
other means of transport, as follows: 

The 1953 budget provides 1,300,000,000 forints for the railroads. It is 
estimated that railroad brafflc In 1953 will increase by 11.7 percent, while op- 
erating costs will be reduced by 4 percent , as against , 1952. 

In inland navigation, freight traffic Is expected to increase by 5-7 per- 
cent in 1953 > as compared with 1952. The budget provides a substantial sum for 
Increasing the number of river vessels which will serve Sztallnroxos, for expand- 
ing the Budapest free port, and for building a 2,000-ton seagoing ship. 

In view of the expected growth In traffic, appropriations for investments 
in transportation are 31 percent higher than the corresponding figure for 1952. 

The Investments include bridge building, expansion of railroad stations, track 
laying, electrification, and procuremerit of rolling stock, Including 110 passen- 
ger cars. 

Complaints ore very numerous about the delayed arrival of trains, especially 
in the winter months j the Hungarian State Railroads must reduce these delays to 
a minimum.

Speaking on the budget of the Ministry of Agriculture, Gergely Boros dis- 
cussed especially the problems of the machine stations and producers* coopera- 
tives, During the first 9 months of 1952, he stated, the machine stations per- 
formed 32.6 percent more tractor work than in the corresponding period of 1951. 
As a result of the provisions of the budget /^ot state^ he continued, the 
number of combines is to be increased by 200 percent, cultivators 31,7 percent, 
and reapers 32 A percent. 

Boros reported that, by employing Soviet methods, Hungarian producers* co- 
operatives achieved good results despite the drought. For example, the Szabad 
Elet (Free Life) producers' cooperative harvested an average of Ih quintals of 
wheat per cadastral yoke, while the Independent peasants in the tame village had 
an average of only 7*5 quintals. The Lenin producers* cooperative had an ave^*- 
age of 21.3 quintals of fall barley; the Gyozelem (Victory), 17 quintals of oats; 
and tne Voroshilov, over 100 quintals of potatoes per cadastral yoke. 

Boros added, however, that work discipline must be tightened on the pro- 
ducers * cooperat Ive s . 


He declared that Hungary has reached that phase of the class struggle where 
the conflict is sharpest in the village. 

Jozsef Nagyistok, speaking next, warned the producers' cooperatives, as well 
as the independent peasants, to rely on their own work in.stead of looking to the 
government for help. Ke stated that the ministry will make twice as much imprer/ed 
seed available in 1953 as in 1952. 

Ministry of Culture 


The budget of the Ministry of Culture was discussed by Bela Szalai. He 
called attention to Stalin's ’'Economic Problems of Socialism in the USSR,” which 
explains the Importance of ideological and cultural work during the formative 
period of socialism. The figures of the budget of the ministry, Szalai stated, 
speak for themselves: Appropriations for cultural investments total 131 million 
forints, which include the cost of a new building for the Magyar Taviratl Iroda 
(Hungarian Telegraph Agency) and a round film factory. For cultural purposes the 
budget provides 223 million forints, in addition to 7^,500,000 forints appropri- 
ated for the cultioral activities of the mass organizations. 

Miss Jelan Majlat spoke of the progress which Hur^gory has achieved in liter- 
ature, the theater, music, and the fine arts. She asserted that artistic products 
must serve the fight for socialism and peace, but that results 30 far have been 
disappointing. A?’ another cultural task she mentioned deeper understanding and 
better interpretation of the masterpieces of Soviet artists. 
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Supplementary Apprcprlatlong 

yinance Minister Karoly Olt declared that he approved all supplementary 
recosnmexidationfl sutmitted in the course of the budget debate. Deputy Finance 
Minister Istvan Ant os then axmounced that the Economic and Finance Committee of 
the Ifotional Assembly had esomined the supplementary recomaendations and recom* 
manded their enactment. 

Accordingly, appropriations vere reduced by 100 million forints for the 
vorklng capital of the Ministry of Metallurgy and Machine Industry and by 30 
million forints for the vorhlng capital of the Ministry of Transportation* Ap- 
propriations vere Increeuied by 15 million forints for labor protection; 1,50C^CXX> 
forints for infant care; 3 million forints for children's homes; 10 million for- 
ints for day homes; and 3 million forints for hospitals. 

To sum up, expenditures vere reduced by 130 million forlnto and increased 
by 32 , 520,000 forints. The balance of 97,480,000 forints will be added to the 
reserve fund at the disposal of the Council of Ministers. As a result, the to- 
tals of the budget as originally submitted will not bo changed by the amendments. 

The 1953 national budget, together vlth the modifications recommended by 
the Economic and Finance Committee, vas then passed by the National Assembly on 
20 December 1952.
